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COVER  STORY 

Twenty  years  ago,  a  group  of  civic -minded  residents  formed  the 
Atkinson  Volunteer  Fire  Department  and  with  an  appropriation  from 
the  town,  built  the  Atkinson  firehouse.  These  men,  including  Ward 
Wright,  Robert  Hotchkiss,  Oscar  Little,  Elgin  Reynolds,  Arthur  Plourde, 
Clayton  Gould  and  Clarence  Kinney,  also  acquired  an  old  truck  which 
they  renovated  for  use  as  a  fire  truck. 

During  the  ensuing  years,  funds  have  been  raised  by  the  fire  de- 
partment by  means  of  dances,  paper  drives,  raffles  aid  services  to 
the  residents.  These,  in  addition  to  matching  funds  from  the  town, 
have  been  expended  to  construct  additions  on  either  side  of  the  orig- 
inal building  and  to  purchase  the  necessary  equipment  for  an  efficient 
fire-fighting  force  of  twenty-five  men. 

These  men  spend  many  hours  attending  drill  sessions,  business 
meetings,  work  parties  as  well  as  training  courses  for  the  betterment 
of  the  department  and  the  benefit  of  the  townspeople. 

In  recognition  of  twenty  years'  service  to  our  growing  commu- 
nity, the  cover  of  this  Town  Report  is  dedicated  to  the  members  of 
the  Atkinson  Volunteer  Fire  Department,  past  and  present.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 

This  past  year  of  1965,  has  been  the  year  for  up-to-dating  our 
roads  and  highways.  As  you  know,  the  horse  and  buggies  are  on  their 
way  out  and  the  motor  car  is  here  to  stay.  You  still  find  evidence 
along  Maple  Ave.  and  a  few  other  roads  in  town  that  the  horse  is  not 
extinct  yet,  but  never-the-lesswe  have  made  a  move  to  making  the 
roads  of  our  town  better  for  the  motor  cars  of  today. 

As  you  know  by  now  the  brush  and  small  trees  on  the  sides  of 
Sawyer  Ave.  and  Leroy  Ave.  and  Meditation  Lane  have  been  cut 
from  wall  to  wall  making  it  easier  and  safer  to  operate  on.  On  these 
same  roads  spraying  has  been  done  to  help  keep  the  growth  down. 

The  corner  of  Sawyer  Ave.  and  Meditation  Lane  has  been  cut 
back.  The  stone  wall  that  made  this  corner  a  bad  one  has  been  re- 
moved and  a  wire  fence  put  in  its  place. 

The  following  roads  have  had  the  shoulders  cut  and  their  sur- 
faces oiled:  Maple  Ave.  ,  Sawyer  Ave.  ,  Meditation  Lane,  Salem 
Road,  Jerico  Road  and  the  upper  part  of  Woodlawn  Ave.  This  is  5 
miles  of  road. 

We  have  a  new  culvert  where  there  used  to  be  an  old  bridge 
and  the  road  over  on  Westside  Drive  is  a  lot  straighter  and  wider  than 
before. 

As  you  know  there  have  been  4  or  5  accidents  on  the  Conley 
Road  at  Island  Pond.  This  past  summer  with  the  help  of  Mr.  Stickney, 
blasting  and  widening  has  been  partially  completed  and  some  of  the 
hazards  removed.  With  the  year  round  residents  in  our  Groves,  win- 
ter maintenance  is  a  must  up  there  as  it  is  in  the  rest  of  the  town. 
With  the  time  and  money  spent  in  the  Cemetery,  I  hope  that  progress 
is  seen  here.  New  roads  and  lots  have  been  added  in  keeping  with 
the  growing  of  the  town. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  many  people  who  have 
made  it  possible  for  me  to  do  a  job  lam  proud  of  as  your  Road  Agent.

The  Atkinson  Garden  Club  had  several  Town  Beautification 
Projects  in  1965. 

In  April  the  Atkinson  Garden  Club  and  the  Atkinson  Womens' 
Club  finished  their  cooperative  project  of  the  planting  in  front  of 
Atkinson  Academy.  The  Civic  Beautification  Committee  from  both 
Clubs  met  with  Mr.  Radcliffe  Pike  of  the  University  of  New  Hampshire 
to  discuss  and  plan  the  appropriate  plantings.  The  plantings  were 
then  made,  the  Lawn  put  in  with  fertilizer,  loam  and  seed.  These 
plantings  were  watered  three  times  a  week  from  June  1st  to  October 
1st.  The  dry  summer  made  this  necessary  and  plantings  were  also 
weeded  by  club  members  when  necessary. 

When  the  State  and  Nation  had  "Clean-Up,  Keep  America 
Beautiful  Week"  the  Atkinson  Garden  Club  contacted  the  Haverhill 
Chamber  of  Commerce  to  determine  when  their  "Clean-Up  Week" 
would  be  held  and  was  advised  that  this  was  to  be  approximately 
around  the  first  week  in  May.  In  March  the  Club  met  with  the  Se- 
lectmen of  Atkinson  with  a  copy  of  a  proclamation  to  be  issued  by 
the  Selectmen  and  a  letter  was  sent  to  all  businesses  and  organizations 
in  the  Town  of  Atkinson  notifying  them  of  the  planned  "Clean-Up 
Week.  "  The  Chairman  of  this  project  was  Mrs.  John  Woelflein,  Jr. 
With  the  cooperation  of  Mrs.  Donald  M.  Murphy,  the  School  Board 
and  School  Principal,  Mr.  Charles  Yeaton  of  Atkinson  Academy,  a 
movie  entitled  "Let's  Keep  America  Beautiful"  was  shown  in  the 
school  auditorium.  Mrs.  Edward  J.  Noonan  and  Mrs.  Donald  M. 
Murphy  represented  the  Atkinson  Garden  Club  and  thanked  the  chil- 
dren for  their  cooperation  in  cleaning  up  the  Atkinson  Academy 
grounds.  Pictures  were  taken  and  these  appeared  later  in  the  Haver- 
hill Evening  Gazette. 

In  May,  the  Atkinson  Garden  Club  with  the  cooperation  of  the 
School  Board  and  Mr.  Charles  Yeaton,  Principal  and  the  School  teach- 
ers arranged  for  an  Arbor  Day  planting  of  four  maple  trees  at  Atkinson 
Academy.  The  children  arranged  and  carried  out  an  appropriate 
program  of  songs,  readings  and  poems.  The  trees  were  planted  and 
the  program  ended  with  the  singing  of  "America  The  Beautiful.  " 
In  late  May  the  Atkinson  Garden  Club  planted  red  geraniums  at  the 
Dow  Common  for  Memorial  Day.  These  plants  were  cared  for  during 
the  summer  months  by  the  women  of  the  Atkinson  Garden  Club. 

At  Christmas  the  Atkinson  Garden  Club  decorated  the  "living" 
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Christmas  tree  in  front  of  the  Kimball  Public  Library  and  kept  it 
lighted  during  the  Holiday  Season.  Besides  maintaining  the  planting 
on  the  Atkinson  Academy  grounds,  the  Atkinson  Garden  Club  ferti- 
lized, seeded  and  cut  the  lawns  and  weeded  shrubs  at  the  North  Broad- 
way Triangle,  the  Dow  Common,  the  triangle  at  Maple  and  Academy 
Avenues  and  the  lawn  at  the  Atkinson  Academy  sign  on  lower  Main 
Street  at  the  entrance  to  the  town.

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LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT 

"The  Statewide  Library  Development  Program"  which  your  li- 
brary joined  has  been  in  effect  now  about  a  year.  Your  librarian 
with  one  of  the  trustees  attended  a  meeting  at  New  Hampton  School 
for  Boys  in  June,  at  which  time  many  facets  of  the  program  were  dis- 
cussed and  explained. 

Centralized  book  buying  has  saved  a  great  deal  of  time  and  mon- 
ey. We  have  bought  a  number  of  very  fine  reference  books  this  year, 
among  them  Dictionary  of  American  History,  (6  vol.);  The  Oxford 
History  of  American  People,  Morrison;  Index  to  Poetry,  Grainger; 
The  International  Cyclopedia  of  Music  and  Musicians;  Scientific 
Encyclopedia,  Van  Nostrand;  Cyclopedia  of  World  Authors,  Magill; 
and  the  latest  edition  of  Compton's  Encyclopedia,  (15  vol.)  to  men- 
tion a  few.  We  are  concentrating  on  our  reference  library  to  serve 
better  our  school  children. 

During  this  year  we  have  added  two  more  hours  to  our  library 
hours  for  the  convenience  of  our  patrons.  We  are  open  two  hours  on 
Tuesday  and  Thursday  afternoons  for  the  benefit  of  the  school  chil- 
dren. Mrs.  Wright  serves  very  efficiently  as  assistant  librarian  on 
these  afternoons.  In  addition  the  library  is  open  Tuesday  and  Thurs- 
day evenings  from  7  to  9  and  Saturday  afternoons  from  2  to  5. 

During  the  past  year  6,440  books  were  borrowed  from  the  library, 
an  increase  of  more  than  450  over  the  previous  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

This  past  year  we  have  had  a  decrease  in  actual  fire  fighting  du- 
ties thanks  to  the  cooperation  and  the  awareness  of  the  dry  season  by 
all  our  residents.  A  definite  increase  of  other  activities  was  noted 
however.  Some  of  the  major  projects  undertaken  this  last  year  have 
been:  an  addition  to  the  fire  station  in  which  we  can  now  house  five 
trucks;  the  remodeling  of  the  2,000  gallon  tank  truck  given  to  us  by  a 
summer  resident;  the  remodeling  of  the  station  to  include  an  office 
and  radio  room  combined;  the  enclosure  of  the  furnace  room  to  meet 
the  State  Fire  Marshall's  standards;  and  the  complete  painting  of  the 
interior  of  the  building.  Painting  of  the  exterior  trim  and  landscaping 
was  also  done.  One  of  the  most  unheralded  changes  this  past  year  was 
the  converting  of  the  1952  Chevrolet  800  gallon  truck  by  the  Junior 
Firemen  into  a  front  line  forestry  truck  which  has  greatly  increased  the 
capabilities  of  your  Fire  Department.  As  we  all  know  the  greatest  ma- 
jority of  fire  calls  received  in  a  rural  community  are  of  the  woods, 
brush  and  grass  variety. 

A  dry  hydrant  was  installed  at  the  pond  on  the  corners  of  Salem 
Road,  North  Broadway,  and  Providence  Hill  Road.  We  are  in  hopes  of 
installing  another  dry  hydrant  this  year  at  the  pond  on  Meditation  Lane 
opposite  the  Hardiman  residence.  This  should  be  a  big  aid  in  the  fire 
protection  of  the  many  large  buildings  in  the  center  of  town. 

This  past  year  was  the  20th  Anniversary  of  the  fire  station  and  the 
occasion  was  commemorated  in  conjunction  with  Fire  Prevention  Week 
with  a  get  together  of  many  past  members,  wives,  and  friends  on  Sat- 
urday night,  October  2nd.  On  Sunday,  October  3rd,  an  Open  House 
was  held  for  all  interested  citizens. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  the  people  connected  with  the  Fire  Department 
for  their  cooperation  in  the  two  years  I  have  been  Chief.  Their  cour- 
age under  dangerous  conditions  and  their  willingness  to  preserve  life 
and  property  shows  their  devotion  to  the  community  in  which  we  live.

Meetings  have  been  held  at  7  P.  M.  of  the  third  Thursday  of 
each  month.  Extra  meetings  have  been  held  as  needed  to  process 
new  business.  Public  hearings  have  been  held  in  January,  February 
and  July  to  accomplish  some  changes  in  the  zoning  ordinance.  These 
changes  as  passed  have  been  published  in  a  new  and  revised  booklet 
available  from  the  Selectmen  on  request.

At  the  present  time  the  Board  is  having,  except  in  one  instance, 
excellent  cooperation  from  the  towns  people  in  subdivision  control. 
That  one  instance  is  now  in  the  Court.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  ADJUSTMENT 

Eight  requests  for  variances  were  received  during  1965.  Seven 
of  these  were  granted,  and  one  was  referred  to  the  Planning  Board  for 
final  disposition. 

The  seven  variances  granted  were  divided  as  follows:

The  year  1965  one  hundred  sixty- nine  complaints  were  answered 
by  this  department.  Though  the  department  budget  was  nearly  de- 
pleted November  1st  all  complaints  were  answered.  Thirty-three 
cases  of  various  kinds  were  processed  in  Plaistow  Municipal  Court. 
Criminal  investigations,  house  breaks  and  stolen  property  take  a  large 
portion  of  the  budget.
